The city campaign, on account of the 
proposed redistricting of the city Into 
eleven wards, was assuming a chaotic 
condition, as the new lines changed 
the status of every candidate who had 
announced, and many of them did not 
know whether they would or ecnuld be 
fn the racc. 

The only change the new bill will have 
on the city election will be the addition 
of three candidates from the new ward, 
an alderman and two counciim@m. 
These men can enter the race without 
{n any way affecting the candidacy of 
the candidates already announced in the 
other wards. 


Very Little Dissatisfaction. 

The city charter amendment as adopt- 
ed by the house of representatives 
fs not etusing very much talk 
about the city hall, and local politicians 
are not having a great deal to say about 
there being eight instead of eleven wards. 

The mayor is satisfied and tsays it 
was what he expected. 

Among the members 
council the only caustic 
the action of the Fulton county repre- 
eentatives come from Alderman Wood- 
ward, who does not hesitate to say what 
he thinks about the matter.

The Constitution presents today a local review of the controversy be- 
tween the shippers of iAtlanta ‘and the other cities of Georgia, as represented 
by the Atlanta Freight Bureau, on thc one hand, and the railroads doing bus- 
iness in this state, on the otfier. This explains in detail the contentions of the 
two parties in controversy, and the claims of each; and while both parties 
seem at the present time to be looking forward to long-continued litigation, 
there is good reason to hope that nothing of the sort will result. 

The railway commmisssion of Georgia has fixed a time limit of sixty days 
within which that body expects the railroads to take action looking to the re- 
duction of interstate rates which the commission has found discriminate seri- 
ously against Atlanta and the other cities of this state, and there fs every rea- 
son in common sense to antitipate that the railroads will take this acion rather 
than force the commission to the extreme of carrying the case to the interstate 
commerce commission, ,as the Georgia authorities have made clear they would 
do unless the railroads themselves correct the evils of which the state com- 
plains. 

The railway commission of the state has acted promptly and in no uncer- 
tain way in bringing this matter to a head. Nothing could be more unfair and 
unjust than criticism of the commission. When the case was brought by the

The ambitious “authorlings” and 
publishers who are addicted to the 
making and sale of current literature, 
wrinkle their brows each week over 
the lists of “best selling” books, hop- 
ing to find a straw showing the trend 
of the literary gale. When, two or 
three years ago, the sale of two or 
more novels galloped past the half 
million mark, excitement in the scrib- 
bling world was intense and each new 
literary fledgling prodded on his pub- 
lisher to methods which would enable 
him to outstrip his nearest numerical 
competitor.

5,943,775 copies, in 274 languages, cov- 
/ering every part of the globe. The issue 
by the American Society last year 
amounted to 1,993,558 Bibles and por- 
tions; during the century just past 300,- 
000,000 copies of the Scriptures, in whole 
or separate books or portions, have gone 
into circulation,

PREPARE FOR FREIGHT WAR 


Atlanta Shippers Confident of Winning the Greatest 
Rate War Ever Waged in Georgia---Railroads 
Claim Precedents in Decisions. 


Now that the decision of the state 
railroad] commission hag been handed 
down in the case of the Atlanta freight 
bureau, which contended that Atlanta 
was being @iscriminated aganst, every 
one is waiting to see what the rail- 
roads awij going to do in the mat- 
ter. 

It will be remembered that in their 
decision the commission was of the 
opinion that the intrastate rates did not 
discriminate aganst Atlanta, but they 
also stated that if the railroads did not 
give ‘better interstate rates they would 
appeai to the interstate railroad com- 
mission, and, if necessary, lower’ the 
present intra-state rates, that the ship- 
pers of Atlanta might be benefited suffi- 
ciently by better rates to points with- 
in the state, and in this way help to 
offset the interstate rates which the 
state commission believes do discriminate 
against Atlanta. 

In this decision, the commission gave 
the railroads sixty days in which to ad- 
just this alleged discrimination of rates 


jo in their decision, ignored the first 
two paragraphs in the prayer of the 
freight bureau, contending that the intra- 
state rates were unreasonably high and 
discriminating against Atlanta. The rail- 
road men also say that while the state 
commission says that unless the rail- 
roads make better interstate rates, they 
will lower the rates between points in the 
state of Georgia, the commission will be 
unable to do this, because in this very 
decision they have shown that fhe rates 
existing in Georgia were neither unrea- 
sonable nor discriminating against At- 
lanta, 
The Nebraska Case. 

The railroads also claim that the Ne- 
braska decision applies in this case, 
which was finally brought to the United 
States supreme court, q part of the de- 
cision of which is as follows: 

“In our judgment, it must be held that 
the reasonableness or unreasonableness 
of rates prescribed by a state for the 
transportation of persons and property 
wholly within its limits must be deter-

The Labor Law. 

By ordering the release of Columbus 
Toney and declaring the statute under 
which he was held in the Russell coun- 
ty jail unconstitutional, Mr, Justice 
Sharpe has abrogated one of the state 
contract Jabor laws, and at the same 
time incidentally sustained the position 
of Federal Judge Thomas G, Jones, in 
his action last summer in .the peonage 
case, which gained such wide publicity. 

Toney had made a contragt in writ- 
ing, it seems, to do work for a man 
in Russel] county, which contract he 
abandoned, He then made a second 
trade without telling the man he en- 
gaed himself to of the first. According 
to an act approved March, !90i, this 
was a misdemeanor, and subject to a fine 
of $50 or imprisonment for gix months, 
or both. This act, Judge Sharpe insists, 
is in violation off the sections of the 
state and national constitutions which 
gives freedom not only from mere re- 
straint, but embraces the right of the 
citzen to be free in the enjoyment of 
all his faculties. ‘‘Because of the_re- 
strictions it purports to place upon the 
rights to make contracts for employ- 
ment,” writes Judge Sharpe, ‘“‘and con- 
cerning the use and cultivation of land, 
this act is wholly invalid.” 

In hig opinion, Judge Sharpe refers to 
‘‘a forceful opinion to the constitution- 
ality of this act rendered by Judge 
Thomas G. oJnes, of the United States 


court,”’ 
Baldwin Court House. 

The fight between Daphne and Bay 
(Minette for the county seat of Baldwin 
county has been reopened in the affrm- 
ation of the case styled James D. Hand 
v. Gus Stapleton, from the Mobile chan- 
cery court. Four years ago the legis- 
lature passed a bill removing the court 
house from Daphne to Bay Minette. The 
Daphneites fought the measure in the 
courts on constitutional grounds and 
lost. A handsome court house was built 
at Bay Minette, costing $50,000, the 
idea, no doubt, being to put s0 much 
money into it that there would be no 
question of moving for soma time tu 
come. However, the Daphne people con- 
tinued to ‘get busy,’’ and again went 
into the courts, contending that the bill 
stipulated that the court house must be 
pullt from the revenues coming into the 
county in one year. The other side con- 
tended that it was to come from contin- 
vous revenue spread over as Many yearp 
as was necessary to take care of it. 
The chancellor held that the first con- 
tention was the correct one and that 
the expenses should have been provid- 
ed in one year. This opinion is the one 
upheld by the supreme court, and has 
the effect of saying that the court 
house was illegally placed at Bay Min- 
ette. Daphne has now the advantage 
in point of law, but Bay Minette has 
the court house and _the awecords.

Wed an Indian Girl and Become Candidate for 
Vice President. 


INCOLN. Nebr., July 23.—Thomas 
5 H. Tibbles, recently nominated for 
the vice presidency of the populist 
party, is a unique character of the middle 
west. He is a man of strength, indomit- 
able résolution and original thought. The 
nomination was entirely unsought and the 
compliment came as a complete surprise 
to him. 

The law, the clergy and the press have 
numbered Mr. Tibbles in their ranks. He 
is now the veteran editor of the Nebraska 
Independent, a weekly paper. As an edi- 
torial writer he is aggressive, merciless 
and sarcastic, but never indulges in per- 
sonalities.

GAIN and again the legislature of 
A Georgia has been asked for action 
looking to the exemption of en- 
dowments of educational institutions and 
of church parsonages from_ taxation, 
which with unaccountable persistency it 
has refused. 

It surely goes without saying that 
Georgia has no legislator that would not 
blush to be suspected of being unfriendly 
to the cause of education and to that 
type of good morals that bases on a 
reverential recognition of, and regard 
for God, as taught by tenets—as repre- 
sented and disseminated by the Chris- 
tian churches and Hebrew congregations 
of the state. 

To multiply, 
grade of educational 
state, by benevolently 
fostered by the churches, is a work !n 
which people of means should be en- 
couraged in every reasonable way. To 
say by the provisions of our laws that 
every such gift shall be tithed by the

If 
a charge in any given case is able to 
meet all demands it is the rule to name 
more or less for his salary, according to 
whether he pays rent or the congrega- 
tion furnishes a house. So, to tax the 
parsonage is to tax the pastor's salary 
to that extent. Do we tax men’s sal- 
aries? 

If churches—that is, houses of wor- 
ship—are exempted from taxation on 
the ground that they are maintained, 
not for financia] gain, but for the public 
good, so should endowments to church- 
schools, for the same purpose, and par- 
sonages, which are clearly in the same 
Class of properties, be exempt. 

To limit amount off endowments or 
investments of such, so as to guard 
against abuses and against the imposi- 
tion of pecuniary hardships upon cities 
or communities of course would be em- 
inently proper. To limit the amount in 
personage of any congregation exempted 
to a sum sufficient to provide a credita- 
ble and comfortable modest home for 
the pastor’s family would likewise be 
right.

Commissioner Mason took up the queés- 
tion of blockade with the English min- 
istry, to the limited extent that the min- 
istry woulda hear him. England had in- 
sisted that the confederate states should 
informally accede to the Paris convention, 
and this Paris convention had commit- 
ted the powers that signed it to the 
proposition that (1) Blockade by a 
belligerent must be effective; (2) That 
Diockade once raised even for an hour, 
could not be restored without notice to 
neutrals. 

Mr: Mason showed to the Brtiish min- 
ister conclusively that in the second year 
of the war the blockade of the confed- 
erate ports was not-effective; that a live- 
I~ trade continually passed through the 
blockade, so called; that for instance, 
100 vessels and more had passed through 
the confederate ports laden with incom- 
ing and outgoing merchandise in the 
three months only of the winter of 1861- 
62. The commissioner further shawed 
the British secretary for foreign affairs 
that in lieu of a port blockade which it 
had fai'ed ignominiously to maintain. 
the Tnited States government had estab- 
lished a line of patrol ships at sea, ‘n 
front of the various confederate ports, 


and, tRiat the captures of several neutral | 


vessels made in their attempts to trade 
with the confederacy, were actually cap- 
tures made upon the high seas, and not 
in the harbors or within the confederate 
Jurisdiction. These therefore were un- 
lawful prizes and were a direct insult 
and ftnjury to neutral commerce. 
Slidell Interviews Emperor. 

Meantime Commissioner Slidell was ac- 
tive in Paris. He persuaded M. Thot- 
venal, the French secretary of foreign 
affairs, to obtain from the emperor pFr- 
mission for Lindsay and Roebuck, mem- 
hers of the British parliament, to see 
him in the interest of the confederacy. 
The emperor cheerfully received the vis- 
{tors, Mr. Slidell also being present. The 
interview was prolonged at the em- 
peror’s insistence. He authorized the 
Englishmen to prepare parliament for 
any advaneed movement in favor of the 
south, even’ to a break up of the Whig 
government that st#od in the way, and 
he would promptly and effectively jofn 
it. Mr. Lindsay explained at length to 
the emperor that the battle of the United 
States was not really for the maintenance 
of a union from which slavery should be 
eliminated, but for the maintenance of a 
union which would abolish the revenue 
tariff and in lieu restore the Clay Amert- 
can system, or protective duties for the 
benefit of the commerce and 
turers of the north. He showed that 
as imports are paid for by exports, an@d 
as the exports of the south were great 
and of the north small, the south really 
paid three-fourths of the federal revenues, 
only to be denied an equitable disburse- 
ment of the collections. The emperor 
admitted the probable correctness of Mr. 
Lindsay’s view and reiterated his readi- 
ness to join England in recognition of 
the confederacy at once and to sustain 
that proceeding et al] cost. “Why not 
advance to that step alone, may TY asr 
your majesty?’ inquired Lindsay. ‘Ah, 
What then becomes of my fleet off Vera 
Cruz!’ was the reply.
